In exercise of the powers conferred liy serlion 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Ai t, 1963 (38 of 1963), 
the Board of I’l ustees of llie Port of Mormugao, 
hereby makes the following leguJations further to 
amend the Mormugao Pott Employees’ (Medical 
Attendance) Regulations, 1969, namely : 

1. (i) These regulations may be called the 
Ivhrmugao Port Employees' (Medical At¬ 
tendance) (Anendinent) Regulations, 
1986. 

(ii) They shall come into force with effect 
from the date on which the Central Gov¬ 
ernment’s approval to these regulations is 
published in the Gazette of India. 

2. In the Mormugao Port Employees' (Medical 
Attendance) Regulations, 1969 1 — 

(a) in clause (tl) to regulation 3, after Note 
4, the following Note shall be inserted, 
namely . 

“NOTE : 5. A female employee on her mar¬ 
riage will be given the choice to include 
either her parents or her parents-in-law 
for the purpose of availing of the benefits 
of the medical concessions, subject to the 
conditions of dependency and residence. 

Every female employee should immediately 
after her marriage give a declaration as 
to whether she would like to include her 
parents or parents-in-law for the purpose 
of availing of the benefits of medical 
concessions under reimbursement scheme. 
She can cliange her option only once 
during the entire period of her service". 

(b) for regulation 8, the following regulation 
shall be substituted, namely ;— 

"8. Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
Regulations, a patient hospitalised in the Board's 
Hospital shall be charged such amount as may be 
prescribed by the Board from time to time, towards 
diet supplied to him during his hospitalisation”.
